Claims 1-134 and 136-169 are pending in the instant application. Claim 135 is 
canceled. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS), filed on 1/10/2008 has been 
considered.

Response to Non-Final Office Action 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's response and amendment of the claims 
filed on 1/10/2008. 

Claims 132-142 were rejected and stand rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-24, 
68-71 and 91 of copending application 10/444,145 (US PG PUB 2005/01 18257). 
Applicants have added new claims 168 and 169, which also read on the copending 
application and are rejected as well. Applicants argue that because the copending 
application has not been patented that a terminal disclaimer is not required on this case. 
The instant application is junior to the copending application and thus a terminal 
disclaimer is required to be filed against the more senior copending application. Absent a 
terminal disclaimer, the more junior application cannot be issued. 

Claim 136 is objected to because it depends on a subsequent claim. A series of 
singular dependent claims is permissible in which a dependent claim refers to a preceding 
claim which, in turn, refers to another preceding claim. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the objection presented in this Office action.
